n the inatter of- -traveling expenses the 
Constable sought to be reimbursed for ex- 
iensea incurred in visiting places where 
iquors are kept. The Court held that mile- 
»ge could only be allowed for making the 
return to court and not for the visits. The 
..ase has been pending a long time, and the 
Jourt's decision was awaited with interest 
>y the association, as it was a ma'ter of mo- 
ment to the Constables. Mileage for visiting 
each liquor establishment would have in- 
ireased their incomes considerably.

AMCXATION OF CUBA. 


Thn Philadelphia Inquirer has become >o 


inflated with the expansion idea that it DOW 
believes Chat the United States should utter- 
ly disregard its ante-bellum pledges and pro- 
ceed forthwith to annex the island of Cub*. 


The President in his message declares "it 


ihinild be our duty to assist in every proper 
war to build up the waste places of the is- 
land, encouragi the industry of the people 
and assist them to form a government which 
shall be free and independent, thus realizing 
the best aspirations of the Cuban people." 


The Inquirer thinks there is no such duty 


devolving upon the United States. Its ex- 
euse for not keeping faith with the Cubans 
and abiding by our pledges to the world, is 
of the olinapesl charaoter. When we re- 
solved to inake war upon a tyrant nation, 
America, the liberty loving nation, dropped 
the tools of industry and took up the imple- 
ments of war in behalf of a stricken people- 
in the interest of suBering humanity. It 
was exprexsly slated that no covetous motive 
actuated our desire to take from the hands 
of Spain the (hum-screws of oppression ; no 
acquirement of territory was behind the con- 
tributions of money and blood we were will- 
ing to moke that a down-trodden people 
might be "free and independent," 


The people of the Old World were inclined 


to emile at this unfamiliar protestation of 
lUMclflilincH and declared that the war with 
Spain was an exhibition of Yankee thrift. 


The Inquirer's pretext for seizing the is- 


land and thus stultifying the assertions of 
the President and Congress is that during 
the war the Cuban insurgents who were un- 
der arms, (who, by the way, are only a 
small representation of the native Cubans), 
were "found by our troops to be bushwhack- 
ers, not fighters; they liked a roving life, 
but not work ; that they were anxious to 
eat, but not to give battle." Upon this 
flimsy pretext the Inquirer would bring the 
nation into disrepute, To our Philadelphia 
contemporary we commend the following ex- 
tract from President McKinley's message of 
last December. A thoughful consideration 
of the few lines will undoubtedly reveal the 
separate ideas of truth, right and justice ex- 
isting in (lie minds of the President and the 
editor of the Inquirer: 


Of the untried measures there remain only 


recognition of the insurgents as belligerents, 
recognition of the independence ot Cuba, 
neutral intervention to end the war by mi 
posing a rational compromise between the 
contestant^ and intervention in favor of one 
or the other parly, I speak not of forcible 
annexation, for (hot cannot be thought of. 
Thai, by our code of morality, would be 
criminal aggression. 


Our duly is to render all necessary assist- 


ance to the Cubans, helping them in the ef- 
fort to form a stable government. If they 
fail to do that, then will be the time to talk 
of annexation, not before they have had a 
trial. 


David Martin, of Philadelphia, is a pecu. 


liar character in the political world. His 
early connections with the politics of his 
party were of a character that is represent- 
ed in all the large cities of this country and 
exist in milder forms in the smaller com- 
munities. His "work" was not purely ele- 
vating. He took the steps from a ward boss 
to the master spirit in the city conventions, 
and we believe, it is impossible to nominate a 
man on tli o Republican ticket in Philadel- 
phia whom Dave Martin does not sanction.

SCIENTIFIC BREATHING. 


Air Seldom Readies the Lower Part 


of Some People'* Lane*. 


Bad habits of 'breathing are common 


among both the sick and the well. With 
many the daily occupation favors a stoop- 
ing "posture and sedentary habits—a com- 
bination favorable to lung disease. Book- 
keepers, clerks and other Indoor workers 
must guard against a habit of short, shal- 
low breathing and a chronic stoop. These 
indicate infallibly an insufficient expan- 
sion of the lungs. Rapid and shallow 
breathing Is strictly unhygienio. It leaves 
a great portion of the lungs entirely un- 
used and part of the air in them unchang- 
ed. Deep breathing strengthens and in- 
creases the muscles of the chest and the 
abdomen. The abdominal muscle directly 
overlies the intestines, and its motion 
stimulates the whole digestive apparatus, 
thus contributing to Its healthful activity. 


Persons who occasionally or continually 


suffer from cough should take pains to 
cultivate deep breathing. Almost all such 
persons breathe Improperly. 
In many 


oases lack of lung power Is inherited; in 
others, habit or occupation plays an unfa- 
vorable part; in not a few Instances, a 
fear of the lungs being delicate superin- 
duces a habit of shallow breathing, from 
an erroneous idea that the lungs are in 
this way favored. 


The health of an organ depends largely 


upon a proper exercise of its functions. 
Diseases of the lungs, of a ohronlo nature 
especially, are often wholly, always par- 
tially, chargeable to an unhygienic method 
of breathing. The part of the lungs most 
likely to become affected with disease is 
tho apex, or uppermost portion. The reason 
(or this lies in the fact that this part of 
tho lung is fully expanded only on taking 
a deep inspiration. In many persons this 
part of tho hing is therefore seldom ex- 
panded; its function is impaired and it 
falls more-more readily a prey to disease.

Tanning by Electricity. 


By the introduction ' of electrioit; 


into the process the period requirec 
for the tanning of leathers has been 
very materially redoced. In the, fina 
process of nnhairing the pelts and skin 
it has been demonstrated that if a cur 
lent of small density be passed through 
the solution of lime and arsenic in 
whioh they are usually soaked the proc 
ess is so hastened that the skins are 
teadyfor tbe mechanical removal of the 
hair in several hours, whereas in thi 
ordinary way it would require Severn 
days. The passage of the electric oar 
rent appears to carry the solution into 
the pores of the hide in a very remark 
able manner. After the hair is removec 
and the skins placed in the proper tan 
ning solutions a weak ouirent is again 
passed through the solution, whioh ha 
a similar accelerating effect The fig 
ores of time required for tanning by 
this process are, with bark liquor, abon 
18 days for cowhide and one-half to 
three days for calfskin and one day for 
kangaroo.—Philadelphia Record.

Year 
by year shiploads of peasants came from 
Great.Britain to take upland in the ter- 
ritory where ho was almost an absolute 
monarch, and with them came many 
younger sons- of noble families who 
were ambitious to make their'fortunes 
in the new world. Among the latter 
oame our hero, and it was in tbe first 
year of his exile that the little adven- 
ture occurred that all who enjoyed his 
acquaintance of ten heard him describe.

ly quite as bad as those of Scotland "be- 
fore they were made." As neighbors in 
the early twenties often lived ten miles 
apart visits were infrequent, and daring 
the dreary winters not a few of the 
harrly pioneers went mad from sheer 
loneliness. And to this desolation was 
added a suffocating feeling of being 
buried alive. The dark forests rose on 
every side and travel where they might 
the pioneers could find no relief from 
the inclosing walls. For almost 100 
miles in every direction there was no 
elevation sufficiently great to overlook 
tbe forest and gladden the -eye with a 
view tbat would give the imagination 
the sense of freedom it craved. What 
wonder tbat in such a situation the pio- 
neers were sometimes known to climb 
the loftiest trees at tbe risk of their 
lives so aa to gain a wider prospect such 
as they were accustomed to in the civi- 
lized and pleasingly diversified countries 
from which they oama. 


Bnt this distressing state of affairs is 


now a thing of the past. Instead of tbe 
isolation that tortured the pioneers 
there is now a danger of overcrowding, 
Instead of monotony there is overmuch 
variety, where lumbering stagecoaches 
toiled cnce a week over corduroy rail- 
road trains pass every hoar, and a 
Canadian winter is BQW a season of 
leisure and enjoyment.

Tradi- 
tion explains this as follows: Curing 
the sixteenth century a pious fellow of 
Queen's college was walking on Shot- 
over bill, just outside of Oxford, coin- 
mcudably engaged in reading and study- 
ing tbe New Testament as he strolled 
along. He was suddenly attacked by a 
wild boar and only saved his life by 
tbrireting the New Testament he held 
in his hand down the throat of the 
fierce animal, which, when subdued, 
was conveyed to tbe college in triumph.

TAX DODOIHB. 


The methods, used in Bristol Borough to 


enforce the payment of borough lax excites 
the admiration of some of our highly es- 
teemed contemporaries, while others regard 
it with disfavor and condemn it as savoring 
too much of the harsh measures in vogue iu 
other days when imprisonment and distrain- 
ing for taxes and debts was a common 
occurrence. 


The charter of the borough provides that 


the tax collector shall, by and with the per- 
mission and instruction of the Borough 
Council, take the body of any delinquent tax- 
payer, who owns no real estate or other 
property out of which the tax can be col- 
lected (except females, infants and perrons 
ol unsound mind), lo the county jail, there 
to remain until discharged by due course of 
law. 


It is but seldom that this extreme penalty 


is inflicted. Tbe arrest of one or two per- 
sons who are e»peoially loud in their avowals 
of determination to pay no tax, and their 
incarceration for a few hours in the borough 
lock-up has a most salutary effect, not only 
on the pvisonei B themselves, who find some 
way of speedily procuring the amount due 
the borough, but upon others who view the 
proceedings with an eye single lo their own 
chances of escape. 


The operation of the law, as at present ad- 


ministered, works no hardship. 
The col- 


lector asks from the Borough Council for 
many remits each year. The deserving 
poor, the lame, the halt and the blind aria1 


other objects of charity are not molested. A 
stout healthy man who finds enough money 
lo purchase whiskey and tobacco is presumed 
to have ability to earn and pay $1.60 to the 
borough as his contribution to the local gov- 
ernment.

GLIMPSES OF PEKING. 


Scene! and Incident* In the Imperial 


City of China. 


Peking struck me as extraordinarily 


backward after tho ovidenoas of progress 
I had seen and heard of in other parts of 
China, even in suoh places as Chang sha, 
the onpltal of Hunan, where no European 
resides 
In the latter town electric light 


has been installed by the Chinese thorn- 
selves in several dwelling houses 
In Pe- 


king the best thoroughfares are practically 
unlighted and almost impassable for pe- 
destrlans,while the dust, mud and stenches 
defy description 
It would almost seem 


as if diplomatic Indifference and Chinese 
corruption had conspired together to make 
the capital as loathsome and repellent as 
possible, for fear that if rendered attrac- 
tive the invasion of foreign enterprise 
would, on the one hand, give the Euro- 
pean representatives of the powers a deal 
of extra trouble and, on tho other hand, 
open the eyes of the people and seal the 
doom of Chinese official corruption. 


The contract for lighting the public 


streets Is, so I am told, a most lucrative 
one and brings In vast profit to the oon- 
cesslonnalre, and a large sum is no doubt 
netted similarly by the mandar'n responsi- 
ble for the main sewerage. A yearly 
official inspection is made of the Cloaca 
Maxima of Peking in a characteristically 
Chinese mannei 
The inspector rides np 


to one end of the sower, which, as every 
one knows has been blocked up with filth 
for scores of years, and a cooly is solemn 
ly dispatched to enter and proceed right 
through, GO as to demonstrate visiblj the 
practicability ol the passage Tho infiixjct 
ing partv then ride round to the farther 
end, 
whtnoe a ooolv is seen to emerge 


No more searching examination or inful 
lible test could surely be required, and the 
majesty of Chinese officialdom rides away 
perfectly satisfied 
Again the roadway 


inside the Tartar city is lined on both 
sides with many hundreds of booths, 
where Chinese families reside and 'kwp 
shops 
This incumberiug of the public 


highway is contrary to law and is only 
winked at by the police in consideration 
of heavy blackmail being forthcoming 
extorted from the tenants 
Whenever, 


however, the emperor announces his In 
tention of riding abroad, a noiijplete clear 
ance is made, so that no unauthorized 
structures or other obstructions may offend 
the imperial eye. 
When his majesty re 


enters his palace, all the booths and stalls 
are replaced In statu quo —Nineteenth 
Century 


THE PARIS OF TODAY 


A Sncce«»fflJ Siege of the City Would 


Now Be Impossible. 


The French have been tanght wisdom 


by past experience, and as a result have 
planned and a few years ago* finished a 
system of fcrtiflcattons round Paris which 
are probably uneqnaled for the purposes 
for which they are intended by any sim 
liar fortifications in the world. 


A well informed military writer, a mem 


her of the general staff of the German 
army, has givunltas bis opinion that a 
successful siege of Paris would be under 
present conditions an impossible under 
taking 


The new fortifications that surrontid the 


French capital are some 15 or 20 mites 
from the city and are connected with 
Paris and with each other by a railway 
system which would enable the French 
commander to quickly mass at one point 
a very large body of men, while the gen 
eral of the besieging army, If he wished 
to prevent the city from obtaining sup- 
plies, and thus shut in the people and the 
army that was defending It, would have 
to occupy a line extending over 100 miles, 
and hence could not by any possibility 
collect a large number of bis force at any 
one point to resist with even a shadow of 
hope an attack of the enemy. 


It required a Gorman array of approxi- 


mately 500,000 men to lay siege to Paris 
from Sept. 19, 1870, to Jan 30, 1871, but 
the authority we refer to is of the opinion 
that to repeat the same operation a Ger 
man besieging army Would have to num- 
ber more than 8,000,000 men, and the 
work of rreintn'ning such a foroe and 
properly handling its parts would be 
something which few governments would 
care to undertake and few military com- 
manders would be able to efficiently per- 
form 


The French have spent upon these new 


fortifications an amount variously estimat- 
ed at from £6,000,000 to £10,000,000, and 
hence can well afford to sell the land oc- 
cupied by some of the now obsolete fortl 
floatlons of a generation ago —Pearson's 
Weotlv
